Atalanta) the recent arrival of which ia Eug- 
land, we pubiisbed two days @oce, will take 
place over (he Uxford aod Damoenaee ground 
on the Thames, on tue 10th of June next, 
We copy from an American exchange farther 
details of the respective sides, aod of the 
race which just now absorbs mach interest 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The men chosen by the Atalanta Club are 
in every -way fitted-to perform the work which 
they have set out to accomplish, and it would 
be a difficult niatter té pick a more likely crew 
from ones the boat clubs of this city. It has 
been said, by some wiv proféss ‘to kaow all 
abont it,’ that these four Americans will not 
make even a good race with their oppocents ; 
but that this statement is incorrect we can as- 
sert fo.w person:!] knowledge of both crews, 
and predict that nut only will the Atslantas 
oid their own with the London mea, but they 
will stand a good chaoce of winning the race. 

It is a plucky thing for an amateer crew to 
cross the Ailantic aad row, in strange water 
against four men who have the reputation of 
the Londooers ; but, witb true national conr- 
ag, the Atalanias-bave faced the difficulties 
of their position, and left home with the full 
determination of doing tyeir utmost to win 
the race. 

Since their Challenge Was Sccepted by the 
London Rowing Club, the Atalantas have 
made « change id their crew, substituting Mr.
